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‘Star-studded’ U.N. disarmament session slated 


Reagan, Gromyko will speak; 
papal message set for June 11

UNITED NATIONS (NC) — 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, papal 
secretary of state, is scheduled to deliver a 
papal message June 11 to the U.N. 
General Assembly’s Second Special 
Session on Disarmament, which is 
shaping up as a star-studded occasion to 
assuage world fears of a _ nuclear 
holocaust. 


_ The June 7-July 9 session is to feature 

President Reagan’s maiden U.N. address 
June 17 and a laying out of the Soviet 
position three days earlier by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko as 
well. 


REAGAN HAD hoped to make the 
session the occasion for his first face-to- 
face meeting with Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev, but the Soviets said 
they prefer a different setting for the 
summit meeting somewhere in Europe in 
the fall. 

By mid-May 10 prime ministers and 17 
foreign ministers had indicated their 
intention to attend the session. They 
include prime ministers Margaret 
Thatcher of Britain, Helmut Schmidt of 
West Germany and Menachem Begin of 
Israel. 


Behind the message from Pope John 
Paul If-te the disarmament-session is a 
strong message by Pope Paul VI to the 
first disarmament session in 1978, which 
condemned: the ‘‘balance of terror’’ 
approach to peace and urged instead a 
peace based on _ international trust, 
justice, law and social development. 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John 
Paul II celebrated his 62nd birthday 
May 18 with a small luncheon for 


friends from Poland. He leaves on a 
six-day visit to England tomorrow 
(May 28). 


POPE PAUL condemned the arms 
race as a ‘‘theft from the poor’’ and urged 
a global conversion of manpower, money 
and other resources from weapons 
production to programs of social 
development. Pope John Paul struck the 
same theme last year when he visited 
Hiroshima, Japan, where the first atom 
bomb was used in warfare. 

The Second Vatican Council cate- 
gorically condemned any use of nuclear 
weapons on civilian populations. Last 
January the pope sent delegations of 
scientists to major world capitals to spell 
out the cataclysmic effects of a nuclear 
blast and warn leaders against ever using 
such weapons. 


What observers may watch for most 
closely in the message from Christianity’s 
chief leader is whether he broaches new 
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LOS ANGELES (NC).— A priest- 
author has denied allegations by the 
National Catholic Reporter, a national 
weekly newspaper, that he misused his 
office as Los Angeles archdiocesan 
religious education director to earn 
royalties from religious education 
textbooks he wrote. 


‘“*Through the use of. half-truths and 
manipulation of information I have been 
made to appear in a ‘conflict of interest.’ I 
categorically deny the accusations,’ said 
Msgr. John Barry after the paper had 
published a three-page article. 


NCR SAID the 45-year-old priest, who 
has headed the archdiocesan religious 
education office since 1973, used his 
position to give a virtual monopoly in the 
archdiocese to textbooks written by him 
and published by William H. Sadlier Co.

L.A. Priest-author denies wrongdoing charges 


**Since 1973, when I became director 
of this office, I have not designated 
Sadlier as the sole text to be used in parish 
religion classes,’’ said Msgr. Barry in his 
statement. 


He said that the textbooks he wrote 
were only on the junior high school level 
and that, throughout his term as religious 
education director, junior high texts by 
several other publishers were also 
approved for use in the archdiocese — by 
five other publishers from 1972 to 1980 
and by three other publishers since 1980, 
following an archdiocesan re-evaluation. 


OF SADLIER’S textbooks for 
elementary-level religious education, he 
said, ‘‘until 1978 I was involved (with 
Sadlier) only in a minor way in a consul- 
tative capacity’’ and he detached himself 
from a 1979-80 archdiocesan re- 


evaluation of elementary-level texts in 
light of the new National Catechetical 
Directory, a Vatican-approved set of norms 
for Catholic religious education in the 
United States. 


Following that evaluation, texts by 
Sadher and three other publishers were 
approved for both elementary and junior 
high religious education in the 
archdiocese. 

NER also quoted representatives of 
other textbook firms and unnamed 
religion teachers in the archdiocese to

LA JOLLA — There has never been a definitive study 
which shows whether priests suffer from alcoholism to any 
greater or lesser extent than does the general population. 
But Father Bill Wilson, in residence at All Hallows parish 
for weekend Masses and assigned by Bishop Maher to a 
special ministry of working with alcoholics, believes that 
there are personal pressures associated with the 
priesthood which can make the priest more susceptible to 
the disease. 


“The priest is largely a loner, with no immediate 
relatives in his life,’’-said Father Wilson. ‘‘And if he has 
the problem, it can be undetected to a greater extent than 
in other people, especially if they have a spouse and 
children around most.of the time.”’ 


FATHER WILSON is very well acquainted with the 
process of denial most alcoholics have in even admitting 
to their problem, much less doing something about it. 
And alcoholism is more than just a disease, it is a spiritual 
disease, he insists, and depends for its cure on a power 
greater than the individual ‘‘to restore him to sanity, 
emotional serenity and spiritual well-being.”’ 


Father Wilson speaks with great authority on the 
destructive power of alcohol and with the equally firm 
conviction that a program like Alcoholics Anonymous 
really does work because it is an ‘‘essentially spiritual 
program, and although founded by two recoyering 
alcoholics who were not Catholics, its approach is right 
out of St. Teresa of Avila, St. John of the Cross, even the 
teachings of our Blessed Lord.’’. 


Originally ordained a Religious priest in England 37 
years ago, Father Wilson came to San Diego in 1968. 
Released from his. Religious vows by the Holy See 
because of his own alcoholism, Father Wilson was able to 
overcome the disease only by ‘‘totally surrendering”’ 
himself to God. 


‘“‘T HAD HOPED that by 
involving myself with parish 
duties as an ordinary priest I 
would be able to solve my 
problem,’’ he said. ‘‘That’s 
called ‘taking a geographic’ 
— alcoholics always think 
that by changing their 
external circumstances, 
things will be different. But 
it’s not true, because the 
problem is inside. The real 
truth is that things are 
unsatisfactory because an 
alcoholic is drinking; he is 
not drinking because things 
are unsatisfactory.”’ 


Fr. Wilson 
There is a vicious circle in .an alcoholic’s behavior 
which Father Wilson’ calls ‘‘stinking thinking,’’ and it 
works like this: ‘“Thinking is a spiritual operation, and 
when a person is drinking, his thinking is out of kilter. 
The alcoholic drinks, and feels terrible because people 
and things seem to be terrible. The only escape is more 
alcohol, which leads to more stinking thinking.’’

‘Dominican eight’ to jail 
in abortion clinic protest 


WALNUT CREEK, Calif. (NC) — 
Eight pro-lifers who do ‘‘sidewalk 
counseling’’ outside abortion clinics are 
appealing jail sentences handed down for 
trespassing at Planned Parenthood of 
Contra Costa County’s center here. 


Mark Drogin, pro-life chairman of 
Catholics United for Life, said the 
Dominican Eight — Dominican Father 
Emmerich Vogt and seven members of 
the Third Order of St. Dominic — were 
sentenced to 14 days in jail for two counts 
of trespassing. One pro-lifer, Raul 
Gomez, received an additional 21 days 
for three counts of battery. 


DROGIN SAID that the group had 30 
days to appeal the decision of the Walnut 
Creek Municipal Court. He said that if 
jailed, the pro-lifers will go on a hunger 
strike. 


The group were arrested during a sit-in 
May 16, 1981, at the Planned Parenthood 
clinic in Walnut Creek where abortions 
were being performed. 


“A lot of people at the sit-in were not 
arrested,’’ Drogin added, claiming that 
Gomez was attempting to leave when he 
was arrested. According to Heather Estes, 
executive director of Planned Parenthood 
of Contra Costa County, a couple 
pretending to visit the clinic for 
pregnancy testing opened the doors to a 
group of about 20 pro-lifers picketing the 
clinic. 

‘““THEY RUSHED up, got in and ran 
around the clinic, chanting and yelling,”’ 
she said. The clinic called the police. ‘‘We 
told them they were trespassing and a 
few, about 10 or so, left. The other eight 
were arrested.’’ The eight were found 
guilty May 7, 1982. 


Valley food coop starts 


Drogin said, ‘‘We pleaded innocent, 
using the defense of the right of necessity 
to prevent a greater harm. That defense 
was denied and that is the basis of our 
appeal. 


‘‘We did the sit-in to save innocent 
lives, because Planned Parenthood is the 
head of the abortion monster,’’ he said. 


“WE GO TO the clinics to talk to 
women, to offer real alternatives to 
abortion, whatever help they need — 
money, food, clothing, a doctor.’’ 


Several of the pro-lifers are Spanish- 
speaking interpreters, Drogin said, 
adding that he has found that often the 
Spanish-speaking women ‘‘break down 
and cry — they say they didn’t know 
there were alternatives. 


“We're very successful. We save 
several babies each week,’’ Drogin said. 
He added that he believes other pro-life 
groups are seeing the need for this kind of 
counseling. 


IF JAILED the pro-lifers plan a 
hunger strike ‘‘to bring attention to the 
problem and to urge others to go to the 
clinic because we won’t be able to.”’ 


According to Drogin, Planned 
Parenthood of Contra Costa County has 
not performed abortions since last 
August. However, Catholics United for 
Life picket several clinics in the Fresno, 
Calif., area. 


Ms. Estes said the Walnut Creek 
abortion services were moved to the 
Planned Parenthood clinic in Concord, 
Calif., where the picketing continues. 
The new clinic was built ‘‘because we had 
so many clients,’’ she said. Planned 
Parenthood has five clinics in Contra 
Costa County.

The food cooperative was organized by 
Catholic Community Services of Imperial 
Valley, and was aided in part with a grant 
from the local Victory Noll Sisters, whose 
order provided the collateral for an 
$8,500 loan from the Desert Valle Credit 
Union. 


MEMBERS ARE equal owners of the 
store, and control the coop through an 
elected board of directors, on which two 
of the Sisters serve. The non-profit store 
will hopefully save members from 10 to 15 
percent on their grocery bills. 


The coop is located in the old 
McFadden’s Market building at First 
Street and Heil Avenue, and already has 


275 people who have paid the $11 entry 
fee. Members are expected to work 
several hours each month stocking shelves 
and performing other duties; there will be 
only one full-time employee, the 
manager. 


Produce, meats and dry goods will be 
available.

War games 

In an outburst of petulance and chauvinism, the 
late Winston Churchill once declared: ‘‘I did not 
become His Majesty’s First Minister to preside over 
the dissolution of the British Empire.”’ 


The British Empire is no more — but vintage 
jingoism appears to thrive in Margaret Thatcher’s 
United,.Kingdom. How else can one explain the 
nostalgic lapse into Victorian gunboat diplomacy over 
a group of windswept islands in the South Atlantic? 


War is customarily viewed as an instrument of 
foreign policy. In this case, both in Argentina and the 
United Kingdom, the Falklands conflict has been 
staged primarily for domestic political reasons. 


- Some would have recourse to the principle that such. 


issues should not be decided by force. Others would 
declare that the principle of self-determination should 
play its part in the resolution of such disputes. 


However, these principles are brought forth or - 


disregarded according to the whim of the contending 
parties. 


If self-determination is so vital a principle, 
dominion over this and many other countries of the 
world would have to undergo drastic transformation. 
In addition, the Confederate States of America would 
still be in existence and the Palestinians might have a 
homeland. 


But governments of the world extend recognition 
regularly to solutions brought into being by armed 
force. 

It is tragic and shameful that even one life must be 
sacrificed in the vain-glorious confrontation between 
Argentina and the United Kingdom. 


Were it not for the senseless loss of life, this 
confrontation would be an appropriate setting for 
comic opera. 

Perhaps this series of incidents is an appropriate 
metaphor for the insanity of war itself.

Galtieri) is causing grievous loss of human life and may produce 
alarmingly deteriorating consequences for the two. “countries 
directly involved and even for international peace in general. I 
urgently appeal to you to act decisively in order to secure an 
immediate cease-fire that will open the way to a peaceful solution 
of the dispute. 


May the leaders of both countries heed the earnest desire of 
mankind and strive with all the means at their disposal to avert 
further sacrifices and bloodshed. May true love for their peoples, 
a deep sense of their responsibility before history and the justified 
apprehension of the world community inspire in them an attitude 
capable of leading to a magnanimous acceptance of reasonable 
renunciations for the sake of the supreme good of peace, thus 
avoiding the losses brought by war, which always fosters hatred 
and endangers the values that are most genuinely human. 


I ask God, the father of all, to grant that sentiments of wisdom 


and understanding will prevail, in order that the armed conflict 


may be halted before it is too late and that peace may be restored 
in a general search for a reasonable, peaceful and honorable 
settlement.

Recently I heard a speaker say that when we dialogue only 
with those who agree with us, we do everyone a disservice.

Love may be the greatest of the theological virtues of 


- faith, hope and love, but surely the most misunderstood 


must be hope. On the whole, our concept of hope is more 
negative and doubtful than the positive assurance it is 
meant to be. 


This is most true when considering Christian hope 
which, as Peter says, is a ‘“‘sure’’ hope and a ‘‘certain’’ 
promise. It is not something that might be but something 
that is. Not ‘‘pie-in-the-sky when you die’’ but our daily 
bread. To hope in Christ is to be confident that He is with 
us and working for us here and now and always. To hope 
in His resurrection is to be sure of our redemption. But 
we do not always act or think as if this were clear to us. 


I THINK THE problem lies in our confusion between 
hope and our own expectations. When things go badly we 


_ tend to say, ‘“But there is always hope,’’ meaning we can 


still expect them to get better. But that is not really what 
hope is about. It is more than an optimistic attitude: hope 
gifts us with the awareness that goodness prevails even in 
bad times; that love is immensely more powerful than 
evil; that the trials and tragedies of this physical condition 
can be transcended; that God is-always in control. 


We may love someone and expect that our love will in 
time bring about a transformation in that person and then 
experience acute disappointment when it does not. But 


From the Archives

Those of us living 6n the West coast of the United 
States during the World War II days have vivid memories 
of the frenetic pace of life which existed then, especially in 
the port cities like San Diego. But we have few memories 
of the great influx of Italian prisoners of war and their 
days of confinement during the middle 1940s. This could 
probably be said of the German POWs and the Japanese 
internees. Time has a way of making us forget. 

_ This article, the first of six, will deal mainly with the 
Italians during the years of 1944 and 1945, and the 
chaplains who ministered to them. Bishop Charles 
Francis Buddy, the first bishop of the San Diego diocese, 
was very generous in appointing priests who volunteered 
as chaplains and auxiliary chaplains during the war years. 
The diocesan archives has an abundant source of 
information contained in the chaplains’ reports, journals 
and correspondence. Many priests, both active and 
retired, in the San Bernardino and San Diego dioceses, 
would be able to add more stories to this long-forgotten 
period in history. 

- THIS WRITER will not intentionally pass over any of 
the self-sacrificing diocesan and Religious order priests 
who undertook the arduous tasks of ministering to the 
many POW camps in the San Diego diocese, as well as 
keeping up with their own pastoral duties in their 
parishes. Their records speak for themselves. Often their 
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hope insists that love will always triumph although not in 
the way we might expect — perhaps not through our love 
but through God’s love working, possibly, through 
someone else. 


It is when we put too much expectation in our 
expectations (we would call it ‘hope’ in our expectations) 
that we open ourselves to disappointment and the 
bitterness that is its companion. There are many bitter, 
resentful people who live their lives sunk in disappoint- 
ment because the world and the people in it have not 
followed the scenario they decided to write for their lives. 


WE MAY EXPECT certain things from ourselves but 
we have no right to expect others to conform to our 
expectations. Parents, lovers, children, husbands and 


wives who are disappointed in each other, whose hopes - 


are dashed in the other, are merely suffering the effects of 
frustration of being unable to induce the other to meet 
their wishes. 


Hope can never lead to disappointment because it does 
not come to an end, it is ongoing, eternal — and not only 
in the feminine breast! Hope is that indefinable influence 
that allows us to find joy and fulfilment in the most 
unlikely circumstances, to laugh at the idea that life might 
not be worth living, to have such confidence in the

labors met with little or no positive results, and they 
worked. under very trying circumstances at times. 


Msgr. Joseph N. Trivisonno of Mary, Star of the Sea, 
Oceanside, and a colleague of his, Father John B. 
Garrone, SPM, of St. Louise parish in Crest, left 
accounts of their periodic visits to the POW camps, as did 
Rev. Augustine J. Schwarz, OFM, pastor of St. Thomas 
Indian Mission in Yuma, Ariz. These men, and others, 
did all that was possible to ease the pain of confinement 
and loneliness of being away from one’s native land and 
loved ones. 


Father Garrone’s reports to Bishop Buddy read like a 
detailed itinerary and diary. He lists times for departures 
and arrivals, religious services, meals and recreation, and 
a meticulous list of needed athletic equipment, games and 
reading material in Italian. He covers areas with a more 
succinct style as compared with Msgr. Trivisonno’s story- 
like narratives. 


MSGR. JOSEPH Trivisonno was once called the 
“Little Pope’’ in a letter dated January, 1946, from the 
president of the Catholic Church Extension Society, 
Auxiliary Bishop of Chicago, William D. O’Brien. Msgr. 
Trivisonno was born in Cleveland, Ohio, on January 4, 
1894, and received his seminary training in New York 
and Ohio. He was ordained on May. 29, 1919. He came 
to San Diego in July of 1940, and was incardinated into

evolving of God’s plan that our perspective of life reaches 
beyond the present and future crises. 


I believe that we can only fully hope when we have 
learned to detach ourselves from personal expectations. 
When we have learned to love and give and forgive 
without attempting to dictate or manipulate or even seek 
for the response of the other person, hope becomes 
possible because we are less limited or bound by our 
expectations, and by conceding the freedom of others we 
come to a greater freedom ourselves. 


IT IS HOPEthat convinces us that love and prayer are 
never wasted, that their effect is assured even if we may 
never discern it. It is hope that helps us realize that even 
unseen goodness is of immense and lasting value and adds 
its weight to the universal power of good. It is hope that 
makes the enduring of hardship worthwhile — even when 
we can see no end to it. 


We need faith in God’s greatness before we can hope in 
Him as we must, and we need to know and feel something 
of His love before our own love may make hope possible 
for us, it is true. But we can begin by keeping our 
expectations to ourselves and so release other people from 
their burden. 


the diocese four years later. He was soon to become the 
administrator of Mary, Star of the Sea, Oceanside, and 
held that post from 1942 to 1946. He was made the first 
pastor of St. Charles Borromeo, San Diego, from 1946 to 
1949, and became Pastor of the national Italian parish of 
San Diego, Our Lady of the Rosary, from 1949 until his 
death at Mercy Hospital on February 2, 1969, at the age 
of 75. He was buried in he family plot in Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

The facts presented in this account were gleaned from 
both Msgr.. Trivisonno’s and Fr. Garrone’s excellent 
reports sent to Bishop Buddy during the years 1944-1945. 
POWs were organized into what became known as Italian 
service units. Most of the men signed work agreements 
and were paid by the United States Government and 
issued United States uniforms. Those who refused to sign 
were sent to separate stockades in the various camps. 
These men were classified as the real POWs in the 
reports, and the rest as service unit men doing engineer 
and quartermaster work. Many of the men feared 
reprisals for their families under German domination in 
Italy, and others were threatened by the small percentage 


of Fascisti among the prisoners if they did sign the work 


agreements, The vast majority, however, signed.

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A-bomb worker finds that his 
‘bread and butter is at stake

AMARILLO, Texas (NC) — If you 
ask Eloy Ramos, he’ll tell you nuclear 
proliferation is contrary to Christ’s 
teachings. Like many in the wake of 
growing public concern over nuclear arms 
escalation, Ramos wonders what must 
happen before governments cease stock- 
piling nuclear arms. His curiosity may 
cost him his job. 


Ramos is an employee of Pantex, the 
final assembly point for all U.S. nuclear 
warheads. For almost 20 years he has 
sided with his co-workers favoring a 
strong defense, even if it meant 
stockpiling nuclear weapons. But his 
complacency was shattered in February 
1981 when demonstrators were arrested 
for climbing a fence at the plant. Among 
those arrested was a priest. 


IT WAS THE arrest of the priest that 
bothered him most, said Ramos. 
‘‘Everyone kept saying how dumb they 
were, and how they should be hanged for 
treason. But all I kept thinking was, 
‘Those people have more guts than we 
have and maybe we don’t understand the 
things these people are trying to tell 
Seas 


Ramos’ one-time complacency was 
further shattered by Bishop Leroy T. 


Matthiesen of Amarillo, who last year 
became a leading proponent in the 
nuclear freeze campaign and in whose 
diocese Pantex is located. : 


Bishop Matthiesen has publicly urged 
Pantex workers to examine their 
consciences over what they are doing and 
has made appearances across the country 
calling nuclear arms proliferation 
immoral. 


RAMOS REFERS to the bishop as a 
prophet. The other workers feel 
differently. ‘‘People at the plant, particu- 
larly Catholics, don’t want to discuss 
what the bishop is saying,’” says Ramos. 
‘*Their attitude is, ‘Hey, don’t bother us, 
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this is our bread and butter.’ 


It is Eloy Ramos’ bread and butter too. 
But that is his dilemma — whether to 
serve God or feed his family. © 


There is no question in his mind that 
the production and intended use of 
nuclear weapons is immoral. Still, Ramos 
can appreciate the need this country has 
for a defense, ‘‘but to have a defense as 
enormous as this goes against God,’’ he 
says. 

IT’S A CONSTANT sstruggle for 
Ramos, trying to earn an honest living 
while still following Christ’s teachings.

Prayer in the public schools: Once against them...

School prayer remains a volatile issue 
today, as seen by the pro and con 
responses to President Reagan’s 
endorsement of a constitutional 
amendment restoring voluntary prayer in 
public schools. But today’s “‘battle of 
views”’ is mild compared to the violent 
clashes of a century ago. ho 


Religious practices in public schools 
have resulted in a number of religious 
confrontations over the years, many of 
them involving the Catholic Church. 


IN THE MID-19TH century, when 
prayer and Bible reading were 
widespread in public schools, Catholics 
were in the forefront challenging the 
reading of the Protestant version of the 
Bible, the singing of Protestant hymns 
and recitation of the Ten 
Commandments and the Lord’s Prayer. 


Some of these challenges led to violence 
in the streets. 


In 1843, after Bishop Francis Kendrick 
of Philadelphia asked the local school 
board to permit Catholic pupils to use the 
Catholic version of the Bible in public 
schools, Nativist elements charged that 
Catholics were trying to eject Bible 
reading from the schools. 


_ BIBLE READING in schools became 
a rallying cry for anti-Catholic 
sentiments, and Bishop Kendrick’s 
petition resulted in riots in which Catholic 
churches were attacked and convents 
burned. 


The riots in the City of Brotherly Love 
prompted Bishop John Hughes of New 
York to place an armed guard around 
Catholic churches. Bishop Hughes also 
led a campaign’ in New York against the 
required reading of the Protestant version 
of the Bible in public schools. 


At about the same time in Maine, a 
Catholic priest in the town of Ellsworth 
was tarred and feathered for leading his 
parishioners in contesting the reading of 
the King James version of the Bible in 
public schools. Catholics went to court to 
challenge the Bible reading law, but the 
Maine Supreme Court ruled that the law 
did not interfere with religious belief. 


IN MASSACHUSETTS Catholics 
went to court to protest the reciting of the 
Ten Commandments in Boston public 
schools, and in Cincinnati Archbishop 
John Purcell proposed that no public 
school student be required to read the 
Bible against the wishes of his parents. 


Against this background, some 
expressed surprise when Catholic leaders 
spoke out in opposition to the 1962 
Supreme Court decision which declared 


unconstitutional prayer in public schools 
and to the 1964 ruling against Bible 
reading in the schools. Among those 
criticizing the 1962 prayer decision were 
Cardinals Francis Spellman of New York 
and Richard Cushing of Boston and then 
Archbishop (now Cardinal) John Krol of 
Philadelphia. 


Cardinal Spellman said, ‘“‘If that 


simple prayer (the New York Board of 
Regents prayer struck down by the court) 
can be interpreted as violating the 
separation of church and state, then I too 
can only pray: ‘God save the United 
States.’ ”’ 


Cardinal Cushing called the decision 
‘‘ridiculous,’’? and Cardinal Krol said 
that by the ruling the high court was 
‘factually establishing secularism as a 
state religion.”’ 


THE PRAYER decision was also 
criticized by the Knights of Columbus 
and a national committee of Catholic 
school superintendents. The superinten- 
dents termed the decision a ‘‘deteri- 
oration of our American tradition.” 


What brought about a change in 
Catholic attitudes? 


Some attribute it to the 1948 Supreme 
Court decision declaring unconstitutional 
released time for religious instruction in 
public schools and to a growing concern 
about secularism in public schools. 


THE STANCE of the U.S. bishops’ 
conference today gives some credence to 
this view. ‘‘We feel the absence of prayer 
from the schools is only part of a larger 
problem,’’ which began with the 1948 
decision on released time, Father Daniel 
F. Hoye, U.S. Catholic Conference 
general secretary, said in a statement on 
Reagan’s endorsement of a school prayer 
amendment. 


Others maintain that the position of 
Catholic leaders in the 19th century was 
misinterpreted. According to this view, 
Catholics were not opposed to religious 
practices as such in public schools; what 
they objected to mainly was the reading of 
the Protestant version of the Bible and the 
recitation of Protestant prayers. 


Perhaps, the shift in attitude was a 
combination of both views. 


AS CARDINAL Lawrence Shehan of 
Baltimore remarked in 1962: ‘‘In the 19th 
century, from a Catholic point of view, 
the chief obstacle to the exercise of 
religious liberty was the dominant non- 
Catholic religious influence in politics 


generally, and especially in public 
education. Today, religious freedom faces 
a new foe in secularism — the rishi ¢ 


movement to ban all religious practice 
and influence from public life:.’’

Although a number of Catholic leaders 
spoke out strongly against the 1962 and 
1964 Supreme Court decisions banning 
prayer and Bible reading in public 
schools, Catholics have lined up on both 
sides when amendments and other 
proposals on school prayer have come 
before Congress in the last two decades. 


THE CATHOLIC bishops’ 
conference, meanwhile, has approached 
the issue from a‘ different perspective by 
injecting another matter — released time 
for religious instruction in public schools 
— into the debate. 


The position of the U.S. hierarchy is 
this: the problem did not begin with the 
prayer and Bible reading decisions of the 
1960s but with: the 1948 court ruling 
which said that released time for religious 
instruction on public school premises was 
unconstitutional. Thus, it is necessary 'to 
reverse the 1948 decision in order to get at 


‘the root of the problem. 


In accord with this stance, the 
administrative board of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, the bishops’ civil action arm, 
in 1973 called for ‘a constitutional 
amendment to permit both religious 
instruction and prayer in public schools 
and other public institutions. ‘“The U.S. 
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Conference believes an 
amendment limited to allowing prayer 
would be inadequate to meet the national 
need,’’ the board said. ““The amendment 
which is needed must cover prayer and 
religious instruction.”’ 


THIS POSITION was reaffirmed 
May 10 by Father Daniel F. Hoye, 
general secretary of the USCC, after 
Reagan had announced his support for 
the voluntary prayer amendment. Father 
Hoye said the USCC welcomed the 
president’s proposal but also reiterated 
the call for the passage of an amendment 
to deal with the ‘“‘larger issue’’ of 
voluntary religious instruction in public 
schools. 


School prayer amendments have been 
proposed in Congress since the Supreme 
Court decisions 20 years ago. Two 
amendments have reached the floor for a 
vote, but both failed to get the two-thirds 
vote required for passage. 


In 1966 a voluntary prayer amendment 
backed by the late Sen. Everett Dirksen, 
Republican from Illinois, fell short by 
nine votes in the Senate (49-37). Five 
years later the House defeated an 
amendment to permit  non- 
denominational prayer in schools and 
other public buildings (the measure was 
29 votes shy of the two-thirds majority 
needed). 


CONGRESSIONAL hearings on the 
Dirksen amendment saw Catholics lined 
up on both sides of the debate. In the 
1964 hearings, for example, nine Catholic

In 1971 the USCC went on record 
opposing the non-denominational school 
prayer amendment. Archbishop Joseph 
L. Bernardin of Cincinnati, the USCC 
general secretary, said the amendment 
“‘would accomplish nothing on behalf of 
the goals it purports to serve and 
represent a threat to the existing legality 
of non-denominational prayer.”’ 


ALSO, HE explained, passage of the 


amendment ‘‘might lead many to think 


that something serious has been done 
about the problem of religious education 
of public school children. In fact, nothing 
of any moment would have been 
achieved.”’ 


Catholics also differed on a proposal 
before Congress several years ago to 
remove state school prayer cases from the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court and 
other federal courts. The measure passed 
the Senate 61-30 in 1979 but died in the 
House. 


During the hearings Jesuit Father 
Robert F. Drinan, then a Democratic 
congressman from Massachusetts, 
opposed the bill, calling it 
“*self-defeating.’’ But William M. 


_O’Reilly, 


executive director of the 
Maryland Federation of Catholic Laity, 
supported the measure, saying the best 
way ‘‘to protect the rights of everyone...is 
to let the matter be decided at the local 
level.”’ 


THE USCC took no position on the 
school prayer jurisdiction legislation. 


Mainline Protestant and Jewish 
groups, for the most part, have in recent 
years defended the court decisions, while 
many evangelical Protestant groups have 


favored the voluntary school prayer 
proposals. Reactions to Reagan’s 
endorsement of a constitutional 


amendment indicate these differences still 
remain. 


FOR EXAMPLE, the Rev. Jerry 
Falwell, leader of the Moral Majority, 
hailed Reagan’s announcement as the 
‘light at the end of the tunnel we have all 
hoped and worked and prayed for.”’ 


But a group of Lutherans, Baptists, 
Methodists, Jews and Seventh Day 
Adventists opposed the president’s 
proposal, saying, ‘“‘We believe that the 
purpose of prayer is to praise and petition 
God, not to serve the secular purpose of 
creating a moral or ethical atmosphere for 
public school children.

ground in assessing the morality of the 
possession of nuclear weapons for 
deterrence purposes. That question has 
increasingly become a focal point of 
discussion by U.S. Catholic bishops and 
many other segments of American and 
European religious leadership.

Angles archd ocesan press spokesman, 
fiath rejected NCR’s assertions that 
Sadlier held a monopoly on religious 
education texts either in theory or fact. 


He said he had woxked in religious 
education in three parishes between 1972 
and 1981, and only one of the three used 
the Sadlier series. 


NCR also: documented payments from 
Sadlier to Msgr.

SAN DIEGO — When St. Patrick’s parish dedicated a 
new youth center called the ‘‘Powerhouse”’ last Sunday, 
it represented the culmination of three years of work by 
Augustinian Father Gary Sanders, who believes that the 
only way to attract and hold younger people to Church 
programs is to provide them with something they are 
interested in. 


But youth groups and youth activities are not an end in 
themselves, Father Sanders says, but a means of 
integrating young people into full sacramental 
participation in the life of the Church. 


FATHER SANDERS began with a Sunday evening 
youth Mass three years ago, and it even became popular 
with some of the adults in the parish. A house across the 
street from the parish plant was donated to St. Patrick’s, 
he said, and soon became the center for a youth group 
which met on a regular basis. 


The young people raised money on their own, met 
there on a regular basis, and were able to take vacation- 
retreats both winter and summer as part of their program, 
said ‘Father Sanders, but Mass and attendance at the 
diocesan youth day were always part of the requirements. 
for being-part of the parish youth group. 


‘“‘The reason we exist is the Mass,’’ says Father 
Sanders, “‘but our activities make us a community, and I 
believe our youth group is a true community.’”’ - 


THE GROUP were able to raise their own money to 
purchase things like a pool table, stereo and a pinball 
machine for the quarters they. use across from the parish 
itself, but they have just completed their most ambitious 


‘powerhouse’ its youth 


project to date, the complete renovation — with their own 
hands — ofa crumbling garage behind the property into a 
modern, fully equipped exercise room.and an office which 
Father Sanders hopes he will one day be able to turn over 
to a full-time youth ministries director. 


The initial backing for the project came from 


parishioners Herb and Elizabeth Huch, who were co- 


chairmen of the youth commission of the parish council, 
said Father Sanders; the present co-chairmen, Mrs. Carol 
Forsythe and Mrs. Evelyn Williams, he added, have also 
been an inspiration, not only for their support, but 
because of their active interest in attending every youth 
meeting, every outing it undertakes. 


With help from his brother, a contractor, said Father 
Sanders, the parish young people, many of whom attend 
nearby St. Augustine High School, have been able to 
completely rebuild and renovate the structure; some 
materials have been donated, but the project is still $7,000 
in debt, a figure Father believes will be met because he 
has been convinced, in many ways, that the 
*“Powerhouse”’ has been the right path to follow — ‘‘I 
really believe God wants this,’’ he said, ‘‘and I am 
confident we are going to raise the money.” 


YOUNG PEOPLE at St. Patrick’s play an important 
part in the life of the parish, said Father Sanders, and 
whether by serving the larger parish community or their 
own group, he believes they are discovering the real 
meaning of fellowship and developing leadership among 
themselves. . 


“You see these kids together at Mass and you know 
they love each other,’’ said Father Sanders. ‘“They are a 
vital force in this parish, and I want them to know they 
are a part of it, and a part of this diocese.”’ 


TV: Benny’s Place, look at J. Edgar Hoover

A blue-collar worker’s fear of losing his job to a 
younger man is the situation explored by Benny’s Place, a 
well-intentioned but flawed drama airing Monday, May 
31, 9-11 p.m. on ABC (KGTV, Channel 10 in San 
Diego, KECY-TV, Channel 9 in El Centro). 


Benny has been running the machine repair shop in a 
steel mill for 17 years. No longer just a job, it has become 
Benny’s special place in the world where he alone makes 
the rules and commands respect. He is not about to 
groom a potential successor and when he is assigned an 
assistant, his combative nature forces a conflict with 
predictable results. 

THE CRISIS of the aging worker is an important 
social theme but the statement of the problem in Benny’s 
Place has somewhat broader intentions. It is also the study 
of an individual who has wasted his youth and is now 
afraid of dying. Benny’s real battle is less with keeping his 
job than finding some meaning to his life. 

In the title role, Louis Gossett Jr. has no trouble 
convincing viewers he is a character who has nothing but 
his masculine pride to sustain him. He’s hard-drinking, 
two-fisted and tough on the woman he lives with (Anna 
Maria Horsford). In other words, this is not family 
entertainment.

Looking for the reality behind the legend of the man 
who created the Federal Bureau of Investigation is the 
ABC News Closeup: J. Edgar Hoover, airing Thursday, June

Since Hoover’s death in 1972, there have been a 
number of revelations about his almost half-a-century 
tenure as head of the FBI. The merit of this documentary 
report is to bring them all together to recount a sorry 
record of misuse of power rare in our democratic history. 

Hoover’s manipulation of publicity in building the 
gangbuster reputation of the bureau and his own as the 
nation’s top cop apparently set the pattern for the rest of 
his career. At the end it is clear that Hoover had come to 
regard himself as being above the law and was 
dangerously out of control. The program may not 
satisfactorily explain why this happened, but it will surely 
convince viewers that such a situation can never be 
allowed to recur. 


Priests and alcohol: ‘personal pressures’?

While some people are shocked if they find out that a 
priest has a drinking problem, most look upon him in a 
non-moralistic, non-judgmental manner, said Father 
Wilson. ‘‘Very. few are disappointed that he’s an 
alcoholic, although there is still a stigma attached to being 
blighted with alcohol.”’ 

THERE IS A ‘‘growing awareness,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
alcoholism is a disease like any other disease...even health 
insurance plans recognize this and will pay hospitalization 
costs for treatment.’’ 


Sharing between recovering alcoholics is the most 
important part of the recovery process, says Father 
Wilson. ‘‘Most of us believe that God uses that 
experience to restore us to sobriety and the capacity to 
enjoy life one day at a time...without a drink.”’ 


For a recovered alcoholic, said Father, ‘‘one drink is 
too many, 101 drinks is not enough, and the first drink is 
a disaster.’’ For that reason, each bishop has received 
permission from Rome to allow alcoholic priests to use 
natural grape juice — ‘‘fruit of the vine’? — instead of 
wine when they say Mass. But Father stressed that the 
grape juice must be especially prepared at the winery for 
that purpose, and contains ‘‘must,’’ the natural yeasts 
found on grape skins that lead to natural fermentation; 
processed grape juice ordinarily found in the store could 
not be validly used for Mass, he added. 


THE MOST important part of Father Wilson’s 
ministry is being available on a personal basis to 
alcoholics who need his help, and to the. families of 
alcoholics (‘‘co-alcoholics’”) who must suffer along with 
him. Father also works closely with Alcoholics 


_Anonymous, the San Diego Coalition on Alcohol, a 


group of clergy in Alcoholics Anonymous and another 
inter-denominational group of Navy chaplains, all of 
whom meet on a regular basis. It is a heavy load at times, 
but he is eager to add to it, and tiga calls for help or 
counseling. 

“‘T was a drinking alcoholic for 25 years,’’ said Father 
Wilson. ‘‘I experienced very great emotional pain, and 
what I though was total alienation from our Lord.”’ 

“I WOULD HAVE never known the goodness and 
power of God, I would have never experienced His love 
and the total, compassionate love of others, I would have 
never understood happiness the way I do, eck as a 
recovering alcoholic priest,’’ he said.

Court will hear state abortion challenges 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The Supreme Court agreed 
May 24 to hear cases which challenge the constitutionality 
of state abortion laws in Virginia and Missouri and a local 
law in Akron, Ohio. 


The justices decided to review five abortion-related 
cases but turned down Seguin v. Akron Center for 
Reproductive Health, Inc., which deals with parental 
notification in the cases of minors who have abortions. 


‘*THE CASES all deal with peripheral or procedural 
issues regarding the circumstances under which abortions 
are to be performed; and many of these issues have 
already been touched upon in one way or another by 
previous Supreme Court rulings,’’. said Richard 
Doerflinger, legislative assistant for the bishops’ Pro-Life 
Committee. ; 

‘*Even if the pro-life movement won every single case, 
abortion would still be legal throughout the United States 
for the entire nine months of pregnancy.”’ 


The court will review the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of - 


Appeals ruling striking down provisions of the Akron 
ordinance which required that any girl under 15 years of 
age have the consent of one of her parents or a judge 
before obtaining an abortion; that doctors inform patients 


seeking abortions about the risks associated with 
pregnancy, abortion techniques to be used and the 
condition of the fetus; that doctors wait at least 24 hours 
after a woman signs a consent form before performing the 
abortion; and that aborted fetuses be disposed of in a 
‘‘humane’’ way. 

THE APPEALS court, however, allowed Akron to 
require that all abortions performed on women more than 
three months pregnant be performed in hospitals. That 
portion of the ruling was challenged by Akron abortion 
clinics. 


In the Virginia case the court will study an appeal by 
Dr. Chris Simopoulos, who was convicted of performing 
a illegal abortion. Simopoulos argues that the state law 
used to prosecute him is unconstitutional. 


According to trial testimony Simopoulos injected a 
saline solution into Patricia McDonald, an unmarried, 
17-year-old who was five-and-a-half months pregnant. 
The injection was done in Simopoulos’ office and Miss 
McDonald expelled the fetus in a Springfield, Va. motel 
room. Virginia law requires that all second-trimester 
abortions be performed in hospitals. 


Simopoulos was convicted and sente1ced to 30 days in 
jail.
